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HOLD CONFERENCE 
COVER WAGE SCALE 


Representatives of 2,000 
Men Connected With 
A., B. & A. Will Meet 
With President Bugg.

At 11 o’clock this morning, in 
the déffices of the company, grand 


hoods and unions, with which the 
2,000 employees of the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic railroad are 
affiliated, will meet President B. 
L. Bugg and other company officials 
for a conference regarding the pro- 
posed reduction of wages on that 
road amounting to 50 per cent of 
the increases that have been grant- 
ed the union employees since 1917. 

This proposed cut, amounting to 
a total of about $100,000 a month, 
has been repeatedly declared by the 
company officials to be necessary for 
the continued operation of theeroad. 

The employees, it is stated, 
through the general chairman 6f 
various unions and crafts are pre- 
paring to resist to the last ditch 
the company’s effort to reduce their, 
pax, notwithstanding statements 
that have been repeatedly made by 
the A., B. & A. officials that the 
company can no longer carry the 
burden of its wage bill. Union of- 
ficiala. declare the effort to reduce 
wages on the local road to be but 
an entering wedge by whih every 
railroad man in the country will 
be sooner or later subjected to a 
cut. 

A National Aspect. 

This statement was freely made 
by a number of general chairmen 
‘and other officials of the unions, 
fifty or more of whom took part 
in a meeting held by the Atlanta 
Federation of Railway Employees 
Saturday night, when resolutions 
condemning the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic’s reduction plan 
were adbpted after the situation 
had been given a national aspect 
by references to the presaged reduc- 
tion wave, and the men were ad- 
monished by the leaders that the 
movement for wage reduction 
should be halted at once, if it re- 
quired the calling out on #trike of 
every railroad man in the United 
States. | 

Coming, as it does upon the heels 
of the meeting Saturday night, 
when assurance was given the A. 
B. & A. employees that the local or- 
ganization, which is said to repre- 
sent all the brotherhoods and unions 
in the railroad service, will’ give 
them every support in their efforts 
to prevent a wage’ reduction, the 
conference today will be of deep \n- 
terest to the public at large, as well

those present, declared that Mr. 
Bugg had stated at a conference 
with representatives o. the men on 


December 29, that he would not re- 
store the wages of the men, should 
they accept the present cut, in case 
of a return to normal] times, and 
that he expected to reduce the 
wages of the A., B. & A.men “wage 
board or no wage board.”

loan of 400,000,000 drachmas. The 
former office says the purpose of 
the second protest is to show that 
there is complete accord among Phe 
allies in the matter, and to refute 
reports of lack of harmony. : 

In French official circles it is-said 
that nothing as yet has transpired 
to indicate whether the Freteh and 
allied ministers will leave Athens. 
The French government continues 
to mark time and await develop- 
ments.

Wholesale Dealer| 


W.,V. Zimmer Declares 
Retail Dairymen “Could 
Well Afford to Sell Milk} 
at 20 Cents a Quart.” | 


“Retail milk dealers in Atlanta 
could well afford to sell milk at 20 
cents a quart,” was the statement 
made Sunday by Will V. Zimmer, 
president of the Belmont Farms de- 
pot, a wholesale milk concern. 

“I understand that many of them 
are charging their customers .. 20} 
cegts a quart for milk,” continued 
Mr. Zimmer. “While this price was 
justified several months ago,. the 
wholesale cost of milk has so de- 
clined within the past three months 
that there is now no reason what- 
sdever for retail milk dealers charg~ 
ing more than 20 cents a quart, 
which is the price I charge to con- 
sumers who purchase milk at retail 
from my establishment.” 

Mr. Zimmer states that since Jan- | 
uary 1 the retailers have paid 55 
ecents a gallon for milk, or a little ; 
less than 14 cents a quart. Several 


wholesale price of milk declined 
om 65 cents to 60 cents. The drop 
to 55 cents a gallon then followed. 
That within the year the price of 
milk wil decline even more was the 
opinion expressed by Mr. Zimmer.

COMMAND OF SEAS 
NOW IMPOSSIBLE 


Former Air Secretary of 
Britain Declares Further 
Building of Big War- 
ships Is “Folly.” 


London, January 9%. — Viscount 
Rothermere, formerly secretary of 
state for the air forces, in an ar- 
ticle today in* The Sunday Pic- 
torial, under the caption “The Folly 
of the Big Battleship.” submits a 
startling contention directly chal- 
lenging the traditional basis of the 
British naval policy. The doctrine 
he propounds is that it is\ no longer 
possible for any nation to possess 
command of the seas. 

Lord Rothermere wholly con- 
demns British part'cipation in big 
battleship rivalry with the United 
States and Japan, because “they 
obviously are building against each 
and not agamst us.” He

BUT IRREGULAR 


Bradstreet’s Shows In- 
crease in Bank Clearings 
of Last Week Over Pre- 
vious One

The following paragraphs appear- 
ed in last week’s issue of Brad- 


street’s Journal, tending to show. 
that the bank clearings for 1920 
while large, were irregular: 

“The total clearings in 1920 at 132 
citles aggregated $446,442,997,947, a 
gain of 7.7 per cent over the hither- 
to high record of 1919 and nearly 
three times those of 1914, the year 
of the start of the great war. The 
gréatest twelve mgnths in the coun- 
try’s history in clearings were those 
ending with June, 1920, when clear- 
ings totaled $458,261,000,000, a gain 
of 32 per cent over the like preced- 
ing twelve months. 

“New York clearings for the cal- 
endar year, $243,135,000,000, were 
only $7,333,000,000, or 3 per cent, 
over th@se of the pregeding year: 
every month from July onward 
showed a reduction from the year 
beforé whereas the clearings at 131 
other cities, $203,307,000,000, showed 
a gain‘of $24,000,000,000, or.13.6 per 
cent, over 1919, and every month of 
the year gained over the like month 
of 1919 until November was reached. 

“As showing the impetus which 
clearings and, presumably, trade 
and speculation had at the outset of 
1920, the above excesses over 1919 
are worth studying. For one thing, 
they show New York clearings 
pointing the way which the rest of 
the country trod some four to six 
months later. Western clearings 
showed the largest gains of the 
year, 25.8 per cent, the’*far west 
coming next with 20.6 per cent, the 
northwest coming next with 12.7 per 
cent, the south following with 9 per 
cent, and the southwest and New 
England almost together with 6.6 
and 6.1 per cent, respectively. 

Weekly Bank Clearings. 


“Bank clearings at fifty leading 
cities of the United States for the 
week ending Thursday, January 6, 
a holiday week, aggregate $8,480,- 
152,000, a gain of 19.4 per cent over 
the previous week, also a holiday 
week, but a loss of 14 per cent from 
the week last year.
